“We don’t take ourselves too 
seriously,” Kevin says. “The curtains in the bedroom might be a dress yet!”

Men In Heels 




The father of modern fashion photography, the late Irving Penn, began his career as 
a graphic designer at Vogue. After his still-life concept for a photo shoot was ignored, 
Penn picked up a camera and shot it himself Voila! The sparse image— a handbag, 
a belt, a pair of white gloves— became the cover in October 1943. For the next 
six decades. Penn photographed big-shot sitters, but he also captured the stark 
beauty of stubbed-out cigarettes. "Irving Penn: Beyond Beauty,” opening October 
23 at the Smithsonian, will display images shown for the first time plus iconic ones 
such as the portrait at left of his model wife, Lisa Fonssagrives. (americanart.si.edu) 


Penn Portraits 


Would you believe high heels made their 
first appearance on the shoes of military 
men? It’s true, according to the senior 
curator of Toronto’s Bata Shoe Museum, 
Elizabeth Semmelhack, who organized 
the show “Standing Tall: The Curious 
History of Men in Heels” (open through 
June 2016). High heels were an 
equestrian tool, says Semmelhack, who 
tracks the first pair back to 10th-century 
Western Asian hunters on horseback. 
“Heels allowed the rider to keep his feet 
firmly in the stirrups so he could stand 
and shoot his bow and arrow with greater 
accuracy,” she says. By the 17th century, 
fashionable European gentlemen donned 
killer heels. “It wasn’t a short-lived trend,” 
she says. “Privileged men were happy to 
wear them for 130 years.” Heels fell in and 
out of favor with the French aristos, but 
bikers, cowboys, and rock stars (think 
Elton John and David Bowie) embraced 
the lift. John Lennon’s 1960s Beatle boots 
are included in the show. For information, 
go to batashoemuseunxca/standing-tall. 


Flandcrafted haute couture may appear simple on the outside, but the details inside the 
clothing demonstrate the fabulous workmanship behind the creation. “You could wear a 
Chanel suit inside out,” says curator Sara Flume, who tends to one of the nation’s top 
fashion collections at Ohio’s Kent State University Museum, where "Inside Out: 
Revealing Clothing’s Flidden Secrets” is on view through mid-February. 

The pieces selected for the exhibition span three centuries, and reveal how 
much tailors and dressmakers adored the details. Fland-sewn designs such as an 
18th-century embroidered dress, a pale-green Balmain evening gown, and an 
iconic Coco Chanel tweed jacket display haute couture at its best, all beautifully 
constructed from the finest fabrics. The inner details, though, take the spotlight 
here. Flume points to a vintage Chanel tweed jacket with a gold chain stitched 
into its hem "to weight it down so the garment lies flat.” She notes other 
classic Chanel touches: quilted silk lining, whipstitch trim, and brass buttons. 

The idea for displaying Items inside out came 
from a museum goer. "That was the launching 
point for this show,” says Flume. "Our visitors 
have great ideas." (kent.edu/museum)

Saffron Risotto 

6 cups water 

14 teaspoon saffron threads

1 tablespoon finely chopped shallot

In large pot, combine 12 cups water, 'A cup 
unsalted butter, wine, halved onion, and bay 
leaf. Slowly bring to boil. Reduce heat to 
simmer. Submerge lobsters in water; cook 8 
minutes. Remove; keep warm. Prepare risotto. 

Remove lobsters from shells by cutting 
lengthwise along sides to separate the soft shell 
(underside of tail) from the hard shell (top side). 
Remove soft shell. Carefully pull meat away 
from shell with fingers. Cut into medallions. 

To serve, top risotto with lobster 
medallions configured to resemble tail 
portions. Pour melted butter and lemon juice 
over each serving. Garnish with parsley and 
lemon slices. Makes 8 servings. 

For Saffron Risotto, in 3-quart saucepan 
combine 6 cups water, saffron threads, and 
bouillon base. Bring to boil; reduce heat. 
Simmer, uncovered, 5 minutes. Cover; keep 
simmering over low heat. 

In 4-quart pot heat 2 tablespoons unsalted 
butter over medium-low heat. Add sweet 
pepper, onion, and shallot; cook until tender. 
Stir in kosher salt. Increase heat to medium; 
add rice. Cookl to 2 minutes until toasted. 

Add saffron-water to rice mixture a cup 
at a time, stirring after each addition, allowing 
water to absorb and evaporate completely 
before adding next addition. Continue adding 
liquid until rice is tender and creamy, about 25 
minutes. Stir in peas, cheese, and remaining 
tablespoon of butter. Season to taste.

W hat’s a mother to do? Nancy Epstein, founder and 
CEO of Artistic Tile, was helping her son and his wife 
select tile designs for their new home in New Jersey. 
“Our biggest challenge was that they wanted the 
same material— Calacatta Gold— in every room in the house,” Nancy 
says with a chuckle. While a neutral palette creates a timeless back- 
drop, an all-white space can become monotonous. Nancy’s solution 
was to mix things up. “If you like very white and beige colorways >-

and want to use a lot of tile product, changing patterns and textures 
will give your eye the visual relief it needs,” Nancy explains. 

Nearly all the marble in this kitchen is Calacatta Gold, but the 
variety of formats and finishes makes for a sophisticated and ele- 
gant space— while still maintaining the simplicity that Nancy’s 
daughter-in-law prefers. Elongated brick tiles with a honed finish 
cover the backsplashes and the dramatic arched wall that houses 
the range and custom stainless steel hood. The underside of the 
arch is lined with polished mosaics. The countertops are two-inch- 
thick slabs of polished Calacatta Gold. 

"Everything has some weight, some girth to it,” Nancy says. “A 
common design mistake is making things too skinny. We want people 
to be skinny— not tile. You want to feel tile’s majesty and its beauty.” 

Floors are a warm-toned limestone with a brushed finish that 
creates texture and accents the stone’s veining. “When you walk in 
the room, you see the dimension of the floor,” Nancy says.

Tile Taiiors 


"We wanted to position ourselves as 
hip, hot, sexy, forward-thinking, and 
fashionable," says Nancy Epstein, CEO 
of Artistic Tile, about the eye-catching 
ads showing models wearing clothing 
made of tiles. Yes, they are actual 
tiles, she says, which are sewn to a 
fabric underbody— but they aren't 
for sale. “They're miserably heavy 
and very hard to wear. We just 
want people to know we can 
help them fashion their 
dream,” Nancy says. Just as a 
costume designer fabricates 
gowns, tile designers can 
customize tiles to fulfill 
a homeowner's vision. 


The chevron pattern creates a sense of movement and adds 
another layer of subtle pattern to the room. “With such a large 
space, we didn’t want a lot of big plain tiles,” Nancy says. “We 
wanted the floor to have interest yet be relatively simple.” 

And the tile surfaces are easy to care for— an important issue for 
this family of five with children ages 9, 7, and 4, plus a gigantic Ital- 
ian Mastiff that Nancy calls Mudge the Monster Dog. 

“A kitchen is not beautiful if it doesn’t function well. This space 
functions really well,” Nancy says. 

That’s thanks in large part to kitchen designer RitaLuisa Garces, 
who helped lay out and outfit the room as well as the adjacent but- 
ler’s pantry, mudroom, desk area, and back entry hall. 

The walnut island, with sink and dishwasher, anchors the 
kitchen and, along with the range wall, defines the main work zone. 
Just steps away are a separate full-height 36-inch-wide stainless 
steel refrigerator and freezer. A second sink under a window offers 


views to the backyard where the children often play. Next to that 
sink is another dishwasher and two undercounter refrigerator 
drawers that allow children to help themselves to water and juice 
without getting underfoot in the main prep area. 

Cabinets are a mix of painted white and dark-stained walnut 
with a decorative bead around the perimeter and stylized bin pulls 
for the drawers. “We always played with a delicate balance between 
contemporary and traditional elements,” Garces says. 

Nancy knows all about delicate balances. “It is hard designing for 
family. You want to respect everyone’s feelings.” Happily, everyone is 
thrilled with the end result. “We have a large family and we get 
together often,” Nancy says. “This is a great space for entertaining and 
family living. I love spending time here with my grandchildren.” H

W hen Hollyrwood film director, screenwriter, and pro- 
ducer Nancy Meyers makes a movie, it’s a sure bet 
her sets will shine as much as her romantic come- 
dies. Moviegoers and design aficionados covet, copy, 
and just plain fall in love with the interiors in her films. Think of the 
sumptuous kitchens in Something's Gotta Give and It’s Complicated 
or the English cottage charm and California chic in The Holiday. 

This fall, the “Designing Director” weaves her magic once again 
in The Intern, Meyers’s dramatic comedy from Warner Bros., due 
for release September 25. The film stars Academy Award winners 
Anne Hathaway and Robert De Niro, and tells the story of young 
fashion website founder and CEO Jules Ostin, who hires a wid- 
owed, disgruntled 70-year-old retiree as her “senior” intern. A >-

father-daughter relationship develops as De Niro’s character, Ben 
Whittaker, becomes her mentor. 

With the script in hand, Meyers moved on to creating the per- 
fect set for the picture, which was filmed in the trendy environs of 
Brooklym, New York. She envisioned a youthful yet sophisticated 
townhome for Jules and her husband as well as for offices in a con- 
verted warehouse for her online company, ATF (About the Fit). 
The film’s story takes place primarily in these two locations. 

Meyers is no stranger to the world of decorating— her mother 
was an interior designer and her grandmother sold antiques— but 
she took what some might consider a surprising route to garner 
ideas for the sets. Enter Pinterest, that wildly popular— and addic- 
tive-online tool that gives users access to loads of ideas. 

"Nancy is one of the most precise and computer-sawy directors 
I have ever worked with,” says Kristi Zea, the set designer for The 
Intern, who specializes in New York-centric films, including Tower 
Heist and Wall Street: Money Never Sleeps. “She made Pinterest files 
for everything,” Zea adds, including ideas that covered a wide range 
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of the film’s elements, from the interior designs for the apartment 
where De Niro’s character lives, Jules’s townhome, and the fictional 
ATF offices to suggestions for the characters’ clothing and even 
ATF’s graphics and logo. Zea and set director Susan Bode Tyson 
took their cues from the boards, just as the boss intended. 

“I used Pinterest to show Kristi and Susan ideas I had seen and 
been inspired by,” Meyers says. “This was incredibly helpful in get- 
ting them up to speed on all of the research I had done on what was 
going on inside all those remodels in Brooklyn as well as in the start- 
up world. We projected the Pinterest images on a big screen for our 
meetings and then we’d all discuss which ideas would work for us.” 

Meyers says she was inspired by what she saw on various design 
blogs about the current decorating scene in Brooklyn. “Having two 
daughters near Annie’s character’s age, I could see a similar influ- 
ence happening here in L.A. as well— Moroccan rugs, some mid- 
century pieces, neutrals, some splashes of color, brass hardware in 
the bathrooms, and kitchens with open shelving instead of upper 
cabinets— definitely not our mother’s kitchen,” she says. >-

For Jules’s town- 
house, Meyers was 
influenced by the 
Brooklyn brown- 
stone of J. Crew cre- 
ative director Jenna 
Lyons. "Her house had a hip, youthful vibe but was a traditional 
Brookl}^! brownstone, so the juxtaposition was interesting,” Mey- 
ers says. "It was really so chic, and I felt it reflected Jules’s world. 
Annie’s character is the founder of an e-commerce fashion site, so 
being on trend made sense for her. Because Jules and her husband 
are a young couple, we tried to furnish their house on a budget— 
the budget they would have.” 

The result turned out be an elegant modern mix that’s young and 
sophisticated— a townhome interior a la Brooklyn. "The look is tra- 
ditional with a slightly stylish spin to it,” says Zea. "She did have a lot 
of style and taste and had to be smart on how to decorate.” As a result, 
the furnishings were a combination of catalog and antique store

finds ranging from a Mitchell Gold acid-yellow sofa and Restoration 
Hardware reclaimed wood dining table to a Lindsey Adelman chan- 
delier and Josef Hoffmann dining room chairs. 

A judicious pop of bold color here and there enlivened the pal- 
ette of black, white, and gray. In the bedroom, a tomato-red chaise 
makes a bold impression against gray walls and ivory window 
treatments. Filming took place in an actual Brooklyn townhouse, 
so the designers needed to revamp the existing kitchen. They chose 
a quiet palette and retained the original fireplace. “The kitchen was 
inspired by others we had seen before,” Zea says. 

To create a realistic and trendy office space for the movie, Meyers 
received a firsthand education on both the design and working envi- 
ronment in the online fashion world. She toured the Manhattan 
offices of stylish websites with founders Lauren Santo Domingo of 
Moda Operandi (whose desk and West Elm rug inspired those for 
Jules’s office) and Alexandra Wilkis Wilson of Gilt. “What I saw at 
Gilt was how the founders didn’t have private offices and how impor- 
tant it was to all to work as a group in a shared space,” she says. 

“I did most of my research at One 
Kings Lane because at the time they 
had offices in Los Angeles, where I live, 
and founder Susan Feldman opened her 
doors to me whenever I had a question,” 
Meyers says. LightBox-NY studio in the 
Bronx doubled as the warehouse offices. 
Zea added “row upon row upon row of 
chairs and desks, black pendant lighting, 
three conference rooms, computers, 
clothing on racks, and glass, glass, glass. 
We basically took those ingredients 
and added our own spin,” says the Oscar- 
nominated production designer. 

The film’s interiors are a savvy 
interpretation of Meyers’s vision and 
design aesthetic. “She is in constant dia- 
logue with herself and always working 
to make sure she fulfills an obligation to 
her audience,” says Zea. “She is very 
aware of what audiences expect.” a

Southern Belle 

STYLE AND GRACE RETURN TO A VICTORIAN-STYLE HOME IN THE HISTORIC TOWN OF 
FRANKLIN, TENNESSEE, THANKS TO O’MORE COLLEGE OF DESIGN ALUMNI AND FRIENDS

ncovering an original 110-year-old curved, wrap- 
around porch boxed in by an awkward 1950s addition 
was the first big thrill in the renovation of an Edward- 
ian-style Queen Anne Victorian for the 2014 O’More 
Alumni Show House. More were to follow. 

The stately house in Franklin, Tennessee, was built as a family 
home in 1904 with all the frills and flourishes of the era— deep 
crown and intricate dentil moldings, paneled pocket doors, and 
stained-glass windows. But in 1936 the house was converted into a 
funeral home, and over the next several decades many of the dis- 
tinctive architectural features were boarded over and fell into dis- 
repair. The funeral home closed in 2007, and the home sat vacant 
for several years— an eyesore to the historic neighborhood. 

To the rescue came Franklin-based O’More College of Design, 
which partnered with Traditional Home magazine and residential 
builder Thrive Homes, renovating the house to make it a single- 
family residence again. Twenty-four interior designers with ties to 
O’More College signed on for the year-long proj ect, which involved 
adding a new kitchen, five bedrooms, five-and-a-half baths, and 
finishing the third-level attic to create the 6,000-square-foot 
home. (The house’s new kitchen, breakfast room, butler’s pantry, 
and laundry room/mudroom were featured in the July/August 
issue of Traditional Homei) 

Nashville interior designer JoAnne Haynes spearheaded the 
revamp, working with the design team and builder to choose an 
overall palette and establish a floor plan suited to modern living, 
while remaining true to the house’s heritage. “My vision was to 
keep as much of the original character as possible,” Haynes says. 

Original double doors with elliptical beveled glass insets open to 
the grand foyer designed by L. Jonathan Savage. Ornate dentil 
trim details were restored, and Savage enhanced the architecture by 
adding a delicate tracery feature on the 12-foot-high ceilings. A baby 
grand piano anchors the far end of the hall, next to a riveting piece of 
contemporary art— a woman’s face made with flattened bottle caps. 
Savage envisioned the foyer as a greeting and gathering space, and 
created intimate seating areas for conversation and for listening to 
the piano. The piano’s strategic placement ensures it can be heard in 
most of the primary living and entertaining areas of the house. 

The soft lavender and pale green hues of an original stained- 
glass window inspired Kathleen Evers’s soothing color palette in 
the living room. Walls are painted a warm gray and the ceiling a pale 




aqua that complements the azure taffeta drapery panels. Lavender 
is repeated in a watercolor-inspired fabric, fringes, and trims for 
accent pillows on the vintage settee by the bay window. An elegant 
crystal chandelier is centered on the original fireplace, which was 
restored with a new marble tile surround. Evers designed a tailored 
daybed that bridges the room’s two comfortable seating areas. 

Blue plays a major role in the adjoining dining room by Mark 
Simmons and Deb Tallent. Walls are washed in sky blue, and din- 
ing chairs are covered in rich blue-gray velvet. Large windows 
flanking the fireplace are lavishly dressed with blue-and-cream 
embroidered draperies. “We wanted the mood to be elegant and 
formal,” says Tallent, adding that the room’s “crowning beauty” is 
the magnificent crystal chandelier above the antique dining table. 

A ho-hum front parlor was transformed by Dana Goodman 
and Crysta Parish into an intimate study with the addition of 
9-foot-high wall paneling and built-in bookshelves (good use of an

odd niche) painted a saturated navy, a color drawn from the tiles on 
the existing fireplace. Four high-backed wing chairs square off 
under a two-tiered brass chandelier with shaded lights. 

“The scale of the tall wingback chairs complements the high ceil- 
ings in the room,” Parish says. “The intention was to create a room 
for intimate conversation or enjoying a book by the fireplace.” 

Jennifer Jones’s lighthearted game room is designed to bring 
families together the old-fashioned way— with board games and 
face-to-face conversations. Relaxed seating encircles a drum-style 
coffee table and ensures there’s a place for everyone around a puz- 
zle or game board. A wide leather bench, ideal for sprawling young- 
sters, faces a gently curved sofa covered in copper-hued velvet. 
Original ceiling-high fireplace brick was exposed, balancing the 
height of the tall windows and adding warmth and texture. In front 
of the soft pink brick, Jones installed a new stone mantel that rep- 
licates what might have originally been in the house. 
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Eric Ross and Christine Barker turned on the drama in the 
stairwell area, pairing navy grass cloth walls with crisp, white- 
painted stair balusters and wainscoting. Adding touches of glam- 
our are on-trend brass accents, such as a large-scale lantern pen- 
dant, a tall wall mirror, X-shape bench bases, and nailhead trim on 
closet doors that were painted peacock blue. 

“We wanted the space to be traditional and appropriate for the 
age of the house but also to have a freshness,” Ross says. “We love 
chinoiserie, which is traditional, but the navy colorway was very 
fresh combined with the citrine, peacock blue, and gray.” 

Garden rooms and solariums were all the rage in the 1930s 
when the house’s side porch was likely enclosed, so JoAnne 
Haynes appointed her room with garden-inspired furnishings and 
accessories. The dining table is a large antique urn topped with 
glass, and a console table was made with iron garden fencing and a 
limestone top. As a nod to the 1930s infatuation with all things >-

A Velux skylight, which is controlled 
with a remote, opens the attic room 
to light and fresh air. A remote- 
controlled blackout shade blocks 
light for television viewing. 



Asian, Haynes anchored one wall with two glazed terra-cotta chi- 
noiserie figures seated on pedestals. A chaise longue and cane-back 
dining chairs offer comfortable seating for morning coffee, noon 
luncheons, and late-day gatherings. 

A powder room on the main level allowed Margaret Neal to 
showcase wallpaper and demonstrate that large-scale patterns 
work beautifully in small spaces. The pattern’s curving dark lines 
soften the angles of the small room and complement the shape and 
color of the petite demilune vanity. A vintage-style faucet is in 
keeping with the house’s age. 

A custom-made wildflower motif rug jump-started Jennifer 
Markanich’s master bedroom suite. She upped the scale of the 
pattern and laid down watery-blue and bright-coral flowers on a 
cream background “to create a happy mood.” Gray-green walls and 
cream-colored drapery and upholstery fabrics ground the space, 
while a blush-pink ceiling, coral shams and bed skirt lighten the 


mood without being too sweet. An iron canopy bed with its fleur- 
de-lis-style finials strikes a sophisticated balance between mascu- 
line and feminine influences. “I wanted the space to appeal to both 
men and women,” Markanich says. 

The palette of soft green and cream is continued in the bath, 
with coral and pink accents, including a Greek key applique on the 
drapery panels. A shapely freestanding tub is bookended by twin 
bow-front vanities paired with tall mirrors and elongated scones 
that help to balance the 12-foot ceilings. 

Shirley Horowitz and Natalie Duff designed the back porch 
using the same principles they would for an interior space— with 
one exception. “It could get soaked,” Horowitz says. There are com- 
fortable places to relax, dine, and converse, and all the furnishings 
are made with durable weather-resistant materials, including 
indoor-outdoor fabrics for curtains and upholstery. Sheer curtain 
panels attached to rings hang on aluminum rods, providing privacy

and light control. Tiebacks secure the curtains to the lower porch 
rails to keep them from billowing too much into the living space. 

Lauren Devens picked up on the warm peacock-blue tones in 
the stairwell and mixed in coral hues to create an intimate sitting 
spot at the top of the stairs. Vaulted ceilings allowed for the instal- 
lation of two new skylights, operable by remote control, that open 
the attic room to sunlight and fresh air. The skylights have solar- 
powered blackout shades that block the sun for watching televi- 
sion. An awkward sloping wall became a focal point when Devens 
applied a charming mural with bluebirds perched above a riotous 
coral-and-blue paisley pattern. A console table is upholstered in a 
coordinating fabric (a lucky find!) and houses two tufted ottomans. 
“The architecture of the loft is really quite funky with all the slopes 
and layout. It needed to have some whimsy,” Devens says. 

There was only one usable wall to place beds in Kathy Sandler’s 
room because of sloping ceilings, so her solution was “to go big and 



bold to add verticality to the space.” Tall headboards and other fur- 
nishings are upholstered in an indoor-outdoor fabric for easy 
maintenance. Pillow fabrics were inspired by blue-and-white Pari- 
sian Breton stripes (think French sailor’s shirts), accented with 
pops of pink. “Stylish Frenchwomen never step out of the house 
without a little color, so the hot pink accents became the room’s 
lipstick,” the designer says. Removable star and circle decals adorn 
the walls behind the beds and in an alcove. While decals are time- 
consuming to apply, Sandler says, they are a wonderful solution for 
changing out a child’s room. “I highly recommend using temporary 
design solutions in their rooms.” 

John Starbuck, Jr. used decorative paint techniques to deal 
with the architectural challenges in his attic space, including ceil- 
ings sloping at varying angles, a single dormer window, and exposed 
posts and beams. After painting walls and ceilings a warm buttery 
color, he followed up with a hand-painted stencil. The leafy branches

wind up the walls and onto the ceiling and seem to “grow” from the 
rough-hewn vertical tree-like posts. “This created a feeling similar 
to that of sleeping under a canopy of trees, with moonlight creating 
a shadowy effect across the varying planes of the ceiling and walls,” 
he says. “The goal was to embrace the age and architecture of the 
house, while creating a timeless mood of intimacy and comfort.” 

In the third attic bedroom, Ralph Cadenhead used a moody gray 
wall color to play up the “cocoon feel” of the space and to accent the 
scalloped lines of a linen-upholstered headboard trimmed with nail- 
heads. “The wall color is one of those moody colors that can read gray, 
brown, green, or blue, depending on the light and time of day,” he says. 
Neutral-colored upholstery fabrics and a floral chintz in tones of brown 
and gray on the bed pillows balance the room’s masculinity, and an 
antique chandelier dripping with crystals adds sparkle. H

S ummer and early fall provide us with so many fresh-food I 
options, there’s hardly enough time to cook all the won- I 
derful bounty we find in our markets and gardens.

Tomato Raisins 

Long and slow roasting, or "drying,’’ in a 
200°F oven is the secret to the intense 
sweetness of these cherry tomatoes tossed 
with olive oil, garlic, brown sugar, and paprika. 
Chef Luce likes the Sun Gold variety— one of 
the sweetest, he says— but any cherry tomato 
will work. Vary the drying time to intensify or 
reduce the raisins’ sweetness. 



Traditional Home. After holding executive 
chef positions in Aspen and San Francisco, 
he headed up the kitchen at The Herbfarm 
near Seattle, Washington, one of the top 
destination restaurants in the world. He 
now acts as culinary director for Canadian 
companies Fratello Coffee Roasters and 
Corbeaux Bakehouse in Calgary, Alberta. 

For Luce, reinvention is key to cooking. 
He takes a look at the classic uses for sum- 
mer tomatoes and turns them around so 
they are exciting and invitingly delicious. 

“There’s a romantic side to a tomato,” 
Luce says. “No other ingredient is sexier. 
People are driven to it because it’s the sun 
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Tomato Tartare 

This meatless tartare is delicious on its own 
or served with salty crackers. Peeling and 
seeding the tomatoes adds refinement to this 
rustic mix of tomato, shallot, sherry vinegar, 
mustard, and fresh herbs. To peel a tomato, 
score the bottom and stem end with an X and 
immerse in boiling water for 30 seconds. Cool 
under running water and remove skin. 



on your palate. A sun-ripened vine tomato 
is the most beautiful taste. It makes people 
take pause. When you’re plucking a perfect 
tomato, it’s a fleeting moment of beauty 
that personifies late summer.” 

Luce is the 17th generation to grow up 
on the Long Island, New York, farm his 
family settled in the 1600s. “I understood 
produce from a very basic level,” he says. “I 
planted it, hoed it, weeded it, and harvested 
it. The beauty of a tomato is you have a 
complete sensory experience.” 

Tomatoes are native to South and Cen- 
tral America; the Spanish conquistadors 
introduced the tomato to Europe and the 


Philippines. The British likely brought the 
tomato to North America, although it may 
have found its way here through the Carib- 
bean. Thomas Jefferson is said to have 
packed its seeds to bring home from Paris. 

The tomato is technically a fruit, but in 
an 1893 case that disputed a vegetable tar- 
iff, the Supreme Court ruled the tomato 
was a vegetable because it was generally 
served for dinner rather than dessert. 
Today, most people recognize it by its 
botanical classification as a fruit. 

When purchasing tomatoes, it’s best to 
buy locally. The delicate red (and yellow 
and green and purple and pink) globes just 
don’t travel well. Choose the ones that are 
heavy for their size and smell earthy and 
tomato-like. Let tomatoes ripen in a paper 
bag and don’t refrigerate them— cooler 
temperatures turn them mushy. Tomatoes 
should have shiny, taut skin that gives a 
little when gently squeezed. 

Heirloom tomatoes— varieties that 
have been grown without crossbreeding 
for more than 40 years— are often sweeter 
than the hybrid varieties found in grocery 
stores. These are the varieties you’ve seen 
at farmer’s markets and specialty grocery 
stores with curvy shapes and oddball 
names like Mortgage Lifter and Lollipop. 

Luce recommends seeking out heir- 
looms for his recipes. Their sweeter flavor 
and sturdier flesh bump up the essence of 
tomato goodness. Imagine enjoying Sun- 
day brunch with the freshest Bloody Mary 
you’ve ever had, made with just-picked 
crushed tomatoes. 

Tomato Tartare— chopped tomatoes 
tossed with vinegar, garlic, Dijon mustard, 
parsley, and basil— can be a fresh and fast 
garnish for pasta, a bright topping for 
seafood, or a creative new take on classic 
mozzarella-tomato salad. 

Tomato Raisins are cherry tomatoes 
slowly roasted until sweetened and wrin- 
kled. Use these raisins tossed with fresh 
salads, warmed lightly in olive oil to gar- 
nish grilled meats and fish, as a garnish to 
fresh goat cheese, or to top bruschetta. 

Luce’s Green Tomato Relish (recipe at 
traditionalhome.com) is laced with honey, 
coriander, lime zest, and a hint of heat 
from jalapenos. Dress up backyard grilling 
favorites, such as sausage or bratwurst, 
with its refreshing, vinegary taste.

CONTEMPORARY ARTIST PAE WHITE FALLS 
HARD FOR COLORFUL, PLAYFULLY GRAPHIC 
SCARVES BY THE DESIGNER VERA

he Los Angeles-based artist Pae White is known for her 
large-scale installation works that immerse the viewer in 
something familiar. There’s the flurry of porcelain pop- 
corn in Pop Storm (2011); the roiling wisps of smoke in 
the 40-foot-long digital tapestry Still, Untitled featured in the 2010 
Whitney Biennial; and the foil-like tapestry Cosmetic Crinkles, a 
flxture at the Christian Dior store in Beverly Hills. Their size and | 
multiplied force make them strange and wondrous. 

You wouldn’t guess from her art that she’s a fan of Vera Neu- 
mann (1907-1993), the designer and businesswoman whose I 
scarves and other textiles were ubiquitous from the 1950s through 
the 1980s in middle-class homes. Her cursive signature— Vera- 
adorned fashionable items like bed and table linens, plates, and 
especially those scarves. With her flowers, ferns, and iconic lady- | 
bug logo, Vera brought the natural world indoors. 

White, 52, discovered Neumann’s legacy early on, and it set her I 
on a two-pronged course: as an avid, borderline obsessive collector 
of Vera paraphernalia, but also as an artist who has incorporated 
the items occasionally in her own work. She has accumulated more 
than 3,500 Vera-designed objects, many of which were recently on 
display in "Magnificent Obsessions; The Artist as Collector” at | 
London’s Barbican Centre. 

“It was all around when I was a kid. You lay in bed looking at I 
the wall, and there was Vera on your sheets,” says the soft-spoken 
White, who as a child wondered, "Why doesn’t this person have to 
worry about using a last name?” >-

Ifs a typical origin for people who get 
interested in this subset of American design, 
says New York art gallery owner Alexander 
Gray, who is now selling Vera’s original art- 
works. “Everyone has a Vera story,” he says. 
She was a breeze of originality and taste that 
seemed at once current and timeless. And 
Vera was appreciated by the wider world, 
having garnered a Smithsonian retrospec- 
tive, representation in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, and a long collaboration 
with the textile house Schumacher. 

The seeds had been planted for White, 
and by the early ’90s, making her way as an 
adult artist, she stumbled on a Vera trove 
and a transformation was set in motion. “I 
was at a store in Pasadena, and there were 
two very old scarves— 10 cents each, both 
harlequin prints,” she says. “I knew they 
were old and in excellent condition. So I 
said, ‘Now that I am buying two, I am offi- 
cially a collector.’ ” 

And then a dangerous event occurred; 
eBay was invented. “I was a really early 
user,” says White. “Veras would come on, 
and I would buy them all,” rationalizing 


it as “kind of a design 
archive.” She looked 
for items that were 
labeled “Vena” as well, since the script sig- 
nature led people to mistake the “r” for an 
“n.” Friends and relatives who had inher- 
ited their mother’s possessions, or were 
moving, added to the stash— giving White 
even more plates, scarves, napkins. “I 
became the keeper of Vera,” she says. 

In 1994, for the show “Pure Beauty” at 
the American Center in Paris (which later 
traveled to MOCA in Los Angeles), she 
decided to upend expectations of woman- 
designed, dainty objects with a “Vera Ret- 
rospective Station.” “She [Vera] looked to 
the outdoors as inspiration,” says White, 
who chose to do an “inappropriate thing” 
with silk scarves: hang them outside, but 
sandwiched between sheets of glass. 
Though they might fade or get rained on, it 
was “this idea of the viewer sitting in front 
of a scarf and contemplating a graphic” 
that intrigued White. 

White has resisted the temptation to do a 
lot of research about Vera. “I always wanted 


Vera Era 

A talented art school grad (New York's Cooper 
Union) with a painterly touch, Vera, nee Salaff, 
and husband George Neumann launched their 
scarf business In 1946 using surplus parachute silk 
from World War II. The scarves sold at department 
stores and were an instant hit. Even Grace Kelly 
and Marilyn Monroe couldn’t resist their vibrant 
colors and striking patterns. In the unforgettable 
Last Sitting series photographed by Bert Stern 
in 1962, Marilyn draped herself in a sheer, striped 
orange Vera scarf (and not much else). Other fans 
included John Lennon and First Lady Bess Truman, 
who covered the White House sunroom in Vera’s 
green fern chintz, ''Jack-in-the-Pulpit,” produced 
for Schumacher. At their peak, her designs were 
sold in 1,200 department stores, with annual 
sales surpassing $100 million. 


to preserve that mystery 
of, ‘Who’s this person 
with one name?’” she 
says, though she was delighted to learn that 
Vera had the architect Marcel Breuer, 
famous for his 1966 Whitney Museum of 
American Art, design her office. (Vera was 
also pals with Alexander Calder.) 

Preparation for the recent Barbican 
exhibition produced an unusual artistic 
side effect: scent. “The perfume of whoever 
had worn the scarves came off as we 
ironed,” White says, “and I loved that a bit 
of history was released with the steam.” 

Ultimately, White finds Vera to be a kin- 
dred spirit because they share a way of look- 
ing at things. “What I find inspiring still is 
that the entire world has potential,” says 
White. “You can sense when Vera has had a 
crab dinner, when she’s been in Tuscany, or 
when she’s been on a walk with her dog. 
These small moments are worthy of consid- 
eration, and that’s what I find important.” H

R emember when the word closet could be lofted 
as a put-down to describe a pint-size room (as 
in, “That bedroom’s tiny as a closet”)? In some 
circles, that insult now would be mystifying— 
the closet has become the new “it” space of luxury living. That means 
bye-bye, small fry, and welcome, literally, to the next big thing. 

Or, for the California client of designer Philip Nimmo, make 
that the next big things. Her show closet is actually a suite of rooms. 
Opulently decked out in the tradition of old Hollywood glam, it 
includes gilded French furniture, a ’60s-vintage Murano chande- 
lier, and hand-painted wallpaper. “She’s a fashion collector— a 
collector of an5rthing beautiful, really, and the assembly of custom 
spaces she wanted for her collections drove the architecture,” 
Nimmo says. “The whole idea was to have a beautiful closet that 
doesn’t read as a closet.” Everything, including the homeowner’s 
shoes, is dramatically displayed behind wallpapered doors. 

One of the suite’s most special areas is the oval-shape powder 
room replete with a custom mirrored vanity and crystal-basin 
sinks illuminated from below. A vestibule opens to the gardens 
where she envisions her grandchildren getting married, making 
the closet suite a convenient and practical place for the bridal party 
to preen. Until then, the designer says, “it’s an intimate, personal 
space where alone time, however brief, can be beautiful.” 
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Designer Lisa Adams dresses up closets with chandeliers when 
the ceiling height permits. (This room’s ceiling is about 10 feet high.) 
She chose a custom-designed drop-glass chandelier for this space, 
also made special with custom-size shelves and personal touches 
like photos and flowers. 
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■ loset designer Lisa Adams of Los Angeles, a “left- 

brain chemist by training,” is the go-to closet guru 
/ for Hollywood celebs and fashionistas, all of whom 
she puts through the same unsparing rigors of 
editing and purging. “And then we take inventory,” she says with a 
laugh. “The goal is to see everything. Nothing hidden.” 

Deep drawers are taboo, as is stacking. “You want a 24-inch 
pullout shelf so you can see every T-shirt. Use Pliio clothing filers 
to fold them,” Adams says. Glass partitions are great for separating 
panties, bras, and socks, she adds, while pullout valet hooks are 
handy when packing or putting together the perfect outfit. Also 
consider using only one style of hanger to keep a closet tidy and 
efficient— she prefers slim-line velvet. 

Adams measures every shoe and boot, then sizes the shelf 
heights to fit. Top shelves are reserved for seasonal items, carry-on 
luggage, and anything else infrequently used. Or decorate them 
with personal photos or art objects. Mirrors are a must-have in 
every closet she designs. Here, she used corner space to create a 
three-way mirror that makes the galley space feel as if it goes on 
forever. Adams also likes to extend the closet from the floor to ceil- 
ing and finish it with beautiful crown molding for a custom look. 
“It’s space planning— functional and ergonomic,” she says, “but it’s 
also creating a beautiful, personal design.”

"Enjoy the process of slowing down and going through the 
rituals of being a woman,” designer Gray Walker says. "A curvy, 
elegant mirror at the vanity and good makeup brushes make it 
a luxurious time.”

O yster-blue walls bring beauty to the closet of 
designer Gray Walker’s client in Charlotte, 
North Carolina. “They’re soothing and add a 
nice pop of color to the bedroom, which is off- 
white,” Walker says. But amazing function hides under all that 
beauty. In her closet designs. Walker organizes clothing by length 
and color, measuring everything in linear feet for accuracy. She 
also includes a separate shelving unit for shoes, ample drawers, 
and a vanity area for at-home spa moments. 

While the dressing closet helps the homeowner look good. Walk- 
er’s design makes the space equally appealing. “My client’s clutches 
are organized, for example,” she says, “but in a way that makes 
them showpieces.” They’re arranged in a staggered mix of shape, 
color, and texture for an interesting display that keeps each bag 
clearly visible and immediately accessible. 

Walker personalizes her closets with photographs, favorite art, 
and flowers. But a place for ultimate intimacy among the fashion col- 
lections takes top priority. She honors the private nature of the 
dressing closet in her designs. “It’s your private sanctuary where you 
can reinvent yourself, pla3dng with clothes and trying new styles that 
will define you,” she says. “It can be your own little shrine, decorated 
with pieces that are nostalgic and remind you of childhood.” a

D ennis absolutely lights up a room. He’s 

larger than life,” says interior designer Ken- 
neth Alpert of Dennis Basso, his friend and 
client for 35 years. “If you wake up in a bad 
mood, you should call Dennis. He’s like a vitamin B-12 shot.” 

An eye for glamour and unflagging energy have made Dennis 
Basso a brand name, with a 10,000-square-foot flagship store on 
New York’s Madison Avenue and boutiques around the world. In 
his 30-year-plus career, Dennis has dressed many of the world’s 
most famous and beautiful women in gowns and furs, including 
Elizabeth Taylor, Glenn Close, Jennifer Lopez, and Sofia Vergara, 
whose ample curves are accented hy one of his furs in a recent 
Vanity Fair cover story. 

In addition to his couture, the fashion designer has a bridal col- 
lection, a line of ready-to-wear, and even home accessories— includ- 
ing sumptuous faux fur throws sold on the QVC shopping channel. 
(A TV natural, Dennis appears regularly to present his collections.) 

Taking a break from this harried pace means heading to the 
Hamptons home in Water Mill, New York, that he shares with hus- 
band Michael Cominotto. Don’t expect to find either one lounging 
hy the pool, though. Their idea of relaxation might involve hosting 
a dinner party for 40, an impromptu cocktail hour by the outdoor

fresh from the backyard for their frequent weekend guests. "We 
love to entertain, and for us it’s not work. It gives us great plea- 
sure,” Dennis says with all sincerity in his wonderfully deep grav- 
elly voice. "One of my friends tells me the house has been coined 
Hotel du Cap for the service we provide. And we do want to make 
our guests feel as comfortable as possible.” 

When setting a table, Dennis artfully mixes new and vintage 
dishes, glassware, flatware, and linens— in his signature blue and 
white. "Even if we just have four people, the table has to be pretty,” 
he insists. In minutes, he can dress the terrace table (custom made 
in Italy with a blue-and-white ceramic top) with a casual combina- 
tion of deep blue Tiffany chargers. Royal Copenhagen plates. Pot- 
tery Barn glassware, and antique flatware. 

"Eve heard Dennis say he could set a table for 40 people in blue- 
and-white splendor without renting a thing— ever 5 d:hing is theirs,” 
Alpert says. “With the table, he’s a magician.” The couple’s garage 
rivals any catering house, lined with shelves of dishes and tabletop 
accoutrements, all carefully numbered and categorized. 

“I have a great love for blue and white, as you can see,” says Den- 
nis, whose collections include Chinese export porcelain, Mexican 
Uriarte, Dutch Delft, and Denmark’s Royal Copenhagen. 

The couple built their Hamptons home 17 years ago on a two- 
acre potato field, and have added to and renovated it over the years

with the help of Alpert. Their first addition was an outdoor pavilion 
for entertaining (of course) with a sitting area grouped in front of a 
wood-burning fireplace, a bar, and a dining spot. 

Two massive circa-1850 lanterns on each side of the outdoor 
fireplace were scored at a Paris flea market after a quick phone con- 
sult with Alpert. “We hadn’t even built the pavilion yet but we fig- 
ured we’d find a place to use them,” Dennis says. “We sent an 
iPhone photo to Kenneth and he said, ‘They’re fabulous, go for it.’ ” 

Next up was a 4,000-square-foot two-story addition in 2010 to 
create a spacious dining room, eat-in kitchen, butler’s pantry, laun- 
dry room, and three upstairs guest rooms. A gallery-like hall with 
French doors opening to the pool connects the new rooms. It also 
forms one leg of the house’s U-shape that embraces the pool and 
deck area. French doors in the living room open to the mahogany 
deck area, too, so guests can easily spill outside to enjoy the pool, 
ocean air, and the green lawn that rolls toward a tennis court. 

Alpert used wall treatments to define the moods and roles of 
various rooms in the 8,500-square-foot house. Walls in the master 
bedroom and library are covered in grass cloth and raffia, giving the 
rooms a warm, cozy vibe. Dining room walls are sheathed in hori- 
zontal wood planks painted white, a treatment that adds a casual 
feel to the beach house and provides a clean backdrop for the deep 
blue chairs and accessories. 
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Deck bar An Overhang protects an outdoor sitting and dining area. 
The large lamps on the bar are from William-Wayne & Co. 

Outdoor dining White wicker chairs surround the ceramic-topped 
table, which is just outside the kitchen. "This is our go-to table for 
dining when the weather is nice," Dennis says. Fireplace Guests 
often gather around the wood-burning fireplace in an area 
dubbed the "lantern lounge” because of the antique fixtures. 




Pool deck Plants Climb latticework on an exterior wall of the kitchen 
addition, adding greenery and softness to the deck space. 
Tabletop A custom ceramic table made in Italy is set with Pottery 
Barn stemware, Royal Copenhagen plates, and Tiffany chargers. 


Many furnishings are custom made, including a dining table 
that can be configured multiple ways to host any number of guests. 
“The table breaks apart and can become three tables that seat 12 or 
four tables that seat eight,” says Dennis. “We can bring in some 
additional round tables, and we have our own mahogany ballroom 
chairs. We’ve been able to seat up to 62 people in that dining room. 

“We’ve done a lot of celebrating in this house— Christmases to 
engagements to birthdays to dinners for no reason,” he adds. 

While Alpert was the interior designer for the projects, he read- 
ily shares credit with Dennis. “When we did the kitchen, Dennis 
came to me with the inspiration. He wanted black-and-white 
checkerboard floors and a very white kitchen,” says Alpert. The 
gallery hallway was Dennis’s vision, too, modeled after something 
similar in a magazine. 

“That’s what makes working with Dennis so great. You give 
Dennis a platform and he runs with it,” Alpert says. The designer 
focuses on selecting furnishings, fabrics, paint colors, and wallcov- 
erings, and Dennis takes over accessorizing. 

“For most of my clients I do it all, but not for Dennis. I get a room 
done and then Dennis opens up his closets, and the next thing you 
know it looks like they’ve lived there 100 years,” Alpert says. H

CO-FOUNDER 
KEVIN McLaughlin

tepping into Kevin McLaughlin’s house is like 
stepping into one of his dress designs: instantly 
comfortable, immediately inspired. There’s 
never a dull moment at this place, a Manhattan 
brownstone dressed with the same flair, color, and style seen in the 
family’s fashion line. 

Almost every fabric in the home was inspired by the J.McLaugh- 
lin collection, from the wing chair in the study, upholstered in a 
velvet zebra print borrowed from a dress, to the dining chairs, cov- 
ered in the saddle leather used in the brand’s handbags. 

Even the front door wears the bold, pla3dul color that has made 
J.McLaughlin a fashion mainstay since Kevin and his brother Jay 
started the business 38 years ago. The brand now has 100 stores 
around the country, including the flagship in the Upper East Side 
neighborhood where Kevin and wife Barbara live with their chil- 
dren, Madeline, 19, and Hugh, 11. 

Kevin had admired the flve-story rowhouse, owned by a col- 
league who seldom used it, for some time before he bought it on a 
whim in 2002. Built in the mid-1800s, it had plenty of history but 
also some signs of age. Changes made when all the brownstones 
on the block got a facelift in the early 20th century weren’t exactly

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au courant. Barbara, however, was undaunted. Her home’s new 
look started at the front door. "I wanted the house to appear wel- 
coming and fun right from the beginning,” she says. Thus the deci- 
sion to paint the door a lively chartreuse that commands atten- 
tion— and Instagram posts. “The door shows up on social media all 
the time,” Barbara says with a laugh. 

The bright entry way set the tone for the rest of the house, which 
Kevin and Barbara wanted to feel colorful and lively for their busy 
family and an ever-changing roster of guests. 

But with cramped quarters stretching from the ground level to 
the fifth floor, it was going to take more than fresh paint and chic 
fabric to coax the old rowhouse into living for today. Enter archi- 
tect Doug Larson, who has been designing the McLaughlin broth- 
ers’ homes and retail stores for 20 years. 

Larson renovated the home in two stages, starting with the 
ground floor. In the floor’s original arrangement, a tight entryway 
led to a small kitchen and laundry room, while a large formal din- 
ing room occupied the back of the house. That meant Barbara 
found herself using the dining room to fold laundry more often 
than she used it to entertain. So Larson opened up the foyer and 
flipped the rooms, creating an intimate dining room off the entry 
and a spacious kitchen that leads to the garden. A laundry tucks 
into the connecting passageway. 

In the foyer, which opens to the dining room, a leopard-print 
runner in shades of browns and blacks runs the length of the stair- 
way, its neutral pattern the foundation for the home’s palette. 


Several years later, they tackled the remaining four floors. Larson 
reconfigured the rooms to create a more elegant and logical layout, 
with the living room and library on the second floor, and a master 
suite for Barbara and Kevin taking over the third floor, separate from 
the kids’ rooms on the fourth level. To deal with a plague of unattract- 
ive nooks for utilities on the top floor, Larson created a tented space 
to hide the compartments and at the same time provide a cocoon-like 
hideaway for guests. “I think in a townhouse, there should be a sur- 
prise right at the top,” he says. “Something that isn’t necessary, but is 
luxurious and glamorous.” 

With the floor plan revitalized, Larson developed a furniture 
layout, working side-by-side with Kevin and Barbara. Luckily, 
there was no shortage of amazing pieces to choose from. As avid 
collectors, Kevin and Jay have amassed warehouses full of antiques, 
artwork, and thrift shop finds, many of which are used in their 
retail stores. “My brother and I grew up going to auction houses on 
Saturday mornings,” Kevin says. “It’s a bit of a sport for us.” 

The home reflects the McLaughlins’ eclectic tastes and per- 
sonal history. On the third floor, for example, whimsical prints 
from J.McLaughlin illustrator Patricia van Essche color a quiet

In the master bedroom, a linen-wrapped desk, cabriolet 
chair, and a Chippendale-style lowboy mix seamlessly. A Josef 
Hoffmann settee and chairs, purchased for $500 at auction, mingle 
comfortably with the Frances Elkins loop chairs in the neighbor- 
ing study. The salon-style gallery wall in the living room features a 
large abstract painting that Kevin bought for $100 at auction, along 
with a small still life by Robert Kulicke that was a wedding gift. 

Strewn among these finds are small accessories that Kevin and 
Barbara love to collect— Nantucket baskets, pottery, and marine 
paintings. "Each piece has a story,” Kevin says. "We’ve been gather- 
ing these things for years. The eclectic mix works for us. It makes 
the home genuinely ours.” 

The house definitely wears the J.McLaughlin look and attitude. 
Eclectic furnishings, bold colors, and playful fabrics make for a 
friendly, comfortable space that’s also polished and classic. Fash- 
ion, obviously, has influenced the design. And you never know 
when that inspiration might flip. Something from home could 
become the latest fashion. "We don’t take ourselves too seriously,” 
Kevin says. "The curtains in the bedroom might be a dress yet!” a

I of Linda Allard’s DNA. At the same time she was 

I guiding the Ellen Tracy label to a place among the 
nation’s top 10 fashion houses, Linda also was stitch- 
ing together a design for the landscape outside her own house in 
the Litchfield Hills of Connecticut. 

She envisioned a textural tapestry of plantings with strong lines 
and a carefully calibrated color palette. There would be beautiful 
blooms, yes, but the landscape also would reflect the practical 
thread that runs through Linda’s life and through her clothing 
designs. An ardent cook, Linda wanted to grow food. 

Lettuces, beans, kale, squash, and herbs would make up the fab- 
ric of her garden. The first year, she laid out the plantings inside a 
“hedge” of parsley, using the herb as an impromptu stand-in to 
suggest where the neatly clipped boxwood would someday stretch. 


Today, those boxwood guard veggies from summer winds and 
shield perennials from winter snows. Monastic walls extending 
from the house, designed by her architect brother, David Allard, 
also protect the garden while adding to the home’s Italian villa feel. 

Tree roses are the landscape’s stars, adding sparks of color to 
the scene. They run up arbor after arbor, set in a dramatic path 
akin to a fashion runway. More structure comes from espaliered 
fruit trees that stretch their limbs along the garden walls. Vegeta- 
bles, meanwhile, march down straight rows meant to be harvested. 
Sailor-blue borage, flowering sage, and pollinator-pleasing nepeta 
weave in additional color and texture. 

The hardworking garden pleases the senses while supplying the 
staples for fare prepared by the resident fresh foodie. Famed for 
her stylish yet comfortable clothing line, Linda also dines simply 
but tastefully. “Precious food is so not me,” she says. “I prefer the

purity of vegetables with an herb or two for flavor.” She trawls seed 
catalogs for varieties that will make her meals savory. 

It’s not at all surprising that Linda’s garden is accessorized with 
impeccably placed statuary focal points. Even the compost bins 
(hidden behind the wall) are outfitted with classic statues. Gated 
walls are bejeweled with hinges hand-forged at a nearby abbey. 

In addition to guarding the garden from the elements, the wall 
keeps critters at bay. It’s especially effective since Linda added a 
“ha-ha”— a steep ditch just outside the wall— that prevents deer 
from getting in and wreaking havoc with the plants. Below the 
ha-ha, an orchard is so bountiful that Linda shares the excess, giv- 
ing bushels of apples to charity. 

On the villa’s other wing, climbing Austin roses in very specific 
shades ascend the walls leading into the pool/outdoor kitchen 
area. The palette is composed of purplish-reds and pinks. “No 


orange-reds,” Linda says. But much of the landscape is a flow of 
soothing green-on-green. “I like calm rather than energetic,” Linda 
explains. The scene could be Tuscany but for the iconic New Eng- 
land countryside draping the contours in the distance. To bring 
that tapestry closer to her door, Linda laid a nubby meadow in the 
foreground of her property, which she christened Highmeadows. 

Now, 50 years after she boarded a Greyhound bus for New York 

with only S200 and a degree from Kent State University, Linda is > 

retired from Ellen Tracy The fashionista-turned-foodie— she E 

wrote and illustrated the book Absolutely Delicious!— ivovoerses | 

herself in the garden, selecting seeds of favorite beans, tying up | 

tasty radicchio, drying herbs, preserving tomatoes.

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on’t even try to give Bill and Giuliana Rancic 
the old line that you can’t go home again. This 
is one couple who write their own script— and 
Chicago is definitely their kind of town. It’s 
where Bill grew up and where family and friends roll out a red car- 
pet that’s very different from the ones that Giuliana frequents in 
her role as an anchor for "E! Live From the Red Carpet” specials. 
"We have such a rich social life in Chicago,” Giuliana says. "That 
just wasn’t the case in Los Angeles— it seemed like one giant office 
with great weather.” 

So when an 1880s hrownstone went on the market in the Windy 
City’s Gold Coast neighborhood— where the couple once lived 
part-time— Bill and Giuliana jumped at the chance to purchase it 
and call Chicago home again. 


These two are masters of new ventures. Bill, an entrepreneur 
and real estate developer, is also an author and recently a Food 
Network host. In addition to her work on E!, Giuliana designs a 
clothing line for HSN, has introduced her own wine collection, and 
has written three books, including a new memoir, Going Off Script. 
Did we mention they also own Chicago restaurants RPM Italian 
and RPM Steak? Doing it all in their work lives meant they could

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use a hand when it came to reinventing their new house. Giuliana 
knew exactly who she wanted for the role: Lonni Paul, the designer 
behind the welcoming interiors of their home in the Brentwood 
neighborhood of Los Angeles (“We’re Home, Baby,” Traditional 
Home, October 2013). 

Paul’s first challenge was to address the brownstone’s narrow, 
vertically driven architecture and delineate space so excessive 
trips up and down the stairs were eliminated. 

Her second hurdle was the palette. The designer needed a cohe- 
sive flow to suit the house: The main level streams from living 
room to dining room to kitchen, then elevates to the family room 
and outdoor patio, all within the sight line from the entry foyer. 

Paul’s solution was to reinterpret the couple’s beloved blue 
color scheme to suit the sometimes-cloudy Chicago weather, so 


unlike the L.A. sunshine that the Rancics were accustomed to. “I 
used blue in California to tribute the water,” Paul says. “But in this 
rowhouse, which doesn’t allow light to pour in from either side, the 
blue functioned as a tool to create light and airiness that wouldn’t 
read heavy and dull when the sky turned cold and gray.” 

Pale blue infuses the living room, decorated in traditional fab- 
rics that include floral linen for the window panels, windowpane-

plaid on a pair of wing chairs, and wide blue-and-gray stripes cov- 
ering an ottoman. The soft color scheme, which also includes 
plenty of mood-lifting white, allows a bold, graphic Tony Tasset 
painting hung above the fireplace to command attention. 

In the adjacent dining room, the blues intensify to cobalt and 
indigo. A dynamic damask pattern wraps the walls above classic 
white wainscoting. Dining chairs covered in rich blue velvet team 
with a patterned floral rug underfoot to support the color theme, 
which sees the blues fade away as it goes to gleaming all-white in 
the adjoining kitchen. 

Like color, art plays a big role in the home’s design. Art 
aficionados Giuliana and Bill evaluated the works of emerging art- 
ists as well as more established counterparts to discover pieces 
that spoke to them and enhanced their decorative style. One of 


their favorite finds presides over the breakfast room’s seating 
area— an image of a limousine printed on a 120-inch-wide pink 
sponge. For Giuliana, this piece by Adam McEwen evokes a specific 
moment in pop culture. 

“When I began collecting, it was suggested to me that I start 
with artists from my generation,” the 41-year-old says. “In my 
youth, the limousine represented wealth and status. It was chic to 
pull up in a stretch limo. Now, the limousine is somewhat archaic, 
and high-profile event transportation happens in a black SUV.” 

For the artwork in the master bedroom, architecture teams up 
with technology— and represents the fully charged, plugged-in 
activity of this social-media-sawy couple’s existence. Digital pho- 
tographs, taken by Kevin Lynch and intended to be hung horizon- 
tally, were cropped and stretched to fit vertical insets that flank 
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the white fireplace. The oceanic hue of the images complements 
the luxe blue silk wallcovering. 

A work of art in itself, the airy two-story master bath/closet 
suite features a marble-capped tub and a huge shower that show- 
cases a tile design that Paul created— in shades of blue, of course. 
Cabinets along the walls are fitted with rods, drawers, and shelves 
to organize the fashionable homeowners’ wardrobes. Light flows 
through a glass-encased opening that looks up into a series of clos- 
ets on the top floor, used for storing special-occasion and off-sea- 
son garments. 

"We debated between glass or mirror fronts on the cabinets,” 
says Giuliana, who dresses to the hilt for her lavish E! assignments. 
“But I don’t keep pieces that I don’t wear. I edit my things often, 
and knew that the cabinets would be visually organized.” 
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Although Paul’s design polished the interiors with elegant flair, 
she credits the entire team, especially contractor Bert Connolly, 
for helping to execute the vision. Bill agrees, and also gives a tip of 
the hat to his native Chicago for providing the family with an 
active, down-to-earth life where he and Giuliana can establish 
their roots and raise their 3-year-old son, Duke. 

“This city has everything to offer, including a community of 
people with strong Midwestern values,” Bill says of his hometown, 
and especially their neighborhood, within walking distance of 
shops, their restaurants, and Lake Michigan. “We knew the family 
who lived here before, and they put a great vibe in this house that 
we hope to continue. We’ve always had one foot here, and now we 
have two. Finally, we’re home.” H
